HANGMAN'S DAY. 


Sandy Mathews Executed at Mem- 
phis for the Murder of Es- 
sick Polk. 


Wm. L. Moon Cheats the Gallows by 
Taking Morphine. 


Jas. E. Hanrey to Hang To-Morrow— 
The Crimes Expatiated on the 
Gallows—Brief Respite.

MEMPHIS, TENN., June 2,—Sandy Mathews 
was hanged at 12:30 to-dav. ‘After eating a 
hearty supper last night he conversed® with 
friends, read the Bible and spent the evening 
in devotions. He went to bed as the bells 
tolled midnight. He was up at daybreak. 
He said prayers and devoured ahearty break- 
fast, talking cheerfully to the jafier. 
he felt sure of salvation, and, on going to the 
scaffold, said he was not afraid of death. 
The galiows was an ordinary trap. The fall 
was about five feet. He died with hardly a 
struggle. 

THE CRIME. 
The murder for which Sandy Mathews 


was bung stands almost slone for atrocity in 
the criminal history of Tennessee. In No- 
vember last vear he became jealous of Essick 
Polk, a colored well-digger, who he pre- 
tended tothink was too intimate with his 
wife. Mathews and Polk happened to visit 
Memphis onthe same day and met there. 
She was detained al! night,but Polk returned 
to his home, which wasa plantation near 
Lucy Station, about 20 miles on the C. & O. 
Railroad. Soon after returning home 
Polk visited the house of Mathews, 
who lived near, and informed him that 
his wife would not return until the following 
evening. Mathews at once become enraged 
and accused Polk of having stolen his wife’s 
affections. Polk declared his innocence and 
remarked he would not remain another 
moment in a house where he had been 80 un- 
justly accused. He then turned to leave the 
room, when 
MATHEWS GRASPED AN AX 

and struck him from behind. Polk’s head 
was splitintwo by the blow and death was 
instantaneous, Mathews went deliberately 
to work without loss of time to cover the 
evidence of his crime. His wife’s step- 
daughter, about 16 years of age, who was a 
witness of the eatire tran was forced to* 
assist him. Together they carried the 
body to whereabodie about four feet square 
and as many feet deep Was dug in the rear 
ofthe house. The girl helda candle while 
Mathews chopped up the body with his 
spade. 

THE MEMBERS WERE AMPUTATED 
one ata time and cast into the hole, the body 
being thrown in last. The whole was finally 
covered with loose earth. The following 
February the girl made a full confession to 
her employer, and told where the bodv of the 
misting man could be found. Her story was 
credited when Polk’s boneg were unearthed, 
and the coat found was fecognized as his. 


Chief of Police Dawes of this citv 
was at once notified and sent 
an officer to arrest Mathews 


where he was quietly living in the southern 
portion ofthe citv. He confessed a few hours 
later, and d@clared that he knew he ought to 
be hung. His conviction was easy, and he 
was sentenced to be hung. His case was ap- 
pealed tothe Supreme Court, which aflirmed 
the decision. 
HIS SPEECH, 

MEMPHIS, TENN., June 2.—Sandy Mat- 
thews, co!ored, was hanged in the County Jail

tion was witnessed by fully 6,000 people, the 
majority of whom were eolored. The con- 
demned man made a speech from the gailows, 
in which he confessed the killing aud im- 
plored his hearers to repent their sins and go 
His neck was broken by 
the fall. 

DETAILS OF THE EXECUTION. 

MEMPHIS, TENN.,June 2.—Sandy Mathews, 
colored, was hanced at 1 v’clock in the Coun- 
ty Jail yard. The gallows had been erected 
in the southern portion of the jail yard 
and was built high enouch to give a full view 
to the crowd that jammed the strects run- 
ning parallel with the jail. Matobews slept 
weil last night. He partook of a hearty 
breakfast this morning. He bade fare- 
well to bis wife about eleven 
o’clock and began making preparations 
for banging. Ten weeksago he embraced 
Catholicism, and was attended in his cell by 
the Rev. Father Lucius, of St. Mary’s Catho- 
lic Church. He called for his dinner 
at noon and ate  ~»hbeartily. Afierwards 
he smoked acigar. At half-past 12 o’clock 
he was brought from bis cel! and conveved to 
the scaffoid, where he addressed the crowd 
for twenty minutes in a disconnected speech, 
confessing to having killed Polk, and, at the 
same time, imploring his hearers to repent 
their sins ere too Inie, and be forgiven as he 
baad been done. He then knelt 
and repeated the Lord’s Prayer, 
afier which the Rev. Father Lucius said the 

rayer for the dying. The condemned man’s 

ands were then handcuffed, his legs, arms 
aryl ankles strapped, the black cap adjusted, 
and as he uttered the words, ‘‘Farewell, 
friends; farewell, worl!,’? the drop was 
spring and his body shot down. His neck 
was broken by the fall and there was a verv 
slight convulsion of the body. Six hundred 
tickets had been issued for admission to the 
jail yard. The crowd on the outside that 


witnessed the ex cution numbered 
pot not less than six thousand, nearly 
all of whom were’ colored. During 


his speech many colored people responded 
to his implorations by shouting “Bless the 
Lord, Amen.”

MOON’S CRIME.

CARROLLTON, Ga., June 2.—W. L. Moon, 
who hangs here to-day for the murder of 
John B. Ward, is 40 years old, slender and in 
poor health. He worked in Ward’s saw-mil., 
near here, and he and Ward fellj out about a 
lewd woman. On tie 4th of January, 
1881, he bought a gun, started out to killa 
buck and said Ward was the buck. He found 
Ward that night in company with Liza Rob- 
inson, the lewd woman referred to, and at- 
tacked him. Ward secured agun, but Moon 
promised to leave and the gun was given up. 
As Ward turned unarmed, Moon emptied 


the contents of the gun in his back, killing 
him instantly.

A GUSHER. 


An Oil Weill that Spurts a Thousand 
Barrels per Day. 
Warren (Pa.) Special to New York Sun. 

Although the oil market has somewhat 
steadied itself from the effects of the Ptag- 
gering blow it received from the news that 
the wildcat venture on Lot 646, Cherry Grove 
Township was gushing crude oil at the rate 
of a thousand barrels per day, the excitement 
at the scene of the bonanza is at fever heat. 
Many of the heaviest producers or theiragents 
were on the ground early, and having quietly 
satistied themselves have departed, or are 
making arrangements totry for a strike them- 
selves. The distr'ct is overrun with an army 
of small producers, operators, land brokers 
and not a few curiosity hunters. 

The origin of the now famous well may be 
briefly told asifollows: 

Some years ago a Mr. Landerathb, of Rouse- 
ville, while owner of a dry hole on lot 660, 
eighty-two miles southwest of the Gusher, 
obtained leases of 400 acres of land in Cherry 
Grove. In 1881, Will Falconer, of Warren, 
bought a few leases, and, as the time of their 
expiration was near, he interested Fred. 
Morck, a Warren jeweler, with him in order 
that a well might be drilled, but the failure 
of a well at Balltown discouraged them and 
nothing was done. The Allegheny field was 
booming and matiers looked blue. A short 
time before their leases ran out Geo. Dimick, 
founder of the famous Sarah Jane well at 
Petrolia, Butler county, and who has been 
interested in so many wildcat failures that he 
had not money enough to drill a well, came 
to Mr. Morck and for a half-interest agreed 
to put down atest hole. ‘oe means he ob- 
tained from Capt. Grace, of Jamestown, New 
York, who took three interests in Dimick’s 
half of the original 400 acres. The last of Feb- 
ruary saw the start on the northeast corner 
of lot 646, but when the drill reached a depth 
of 800 feet the leases expired, and Chris. Lar- 
sen, a Swede, who owned the land, stopped 
the work. For $200 they had the time ex- 
tended, and also secured oil right for 100 
acres from Larsen, which land they have 
bought. Larsen, who made bis home in this 
nick hemlock wilderness, has cleared $15,000 
orf mere since the beginning of the prescnt 
hoom. Dimick figured that oil would be 
found in the Ciarendoa sand at a depth of 
sixieen hundred feer, and when near the 
depth Morck and Falconer were witb him at 
the derrick. The next few feet discouraged 
Morck and he left, but soon afterward 
the drill struck hard pan. The tools 
were lifted, and the sand line showed bits of 
hard white pebbie, the formation peculiar to 
this section. Dimick knew that he bad won. 
After further driliing fora short time, the 
tools were pulled, and the hole, which was 
filling fast, was p.ugged. This was about 
the middie of March. All oi] men recall the 
excitement when in April it was reported 
‘nat the well had broken Joose and covered 

he derrick witb oil. The truth of the matter 
was that the Union O:! Company, having 
bought an interest, had caused tne piug to be 
drawn, when the well made a flow, foilow- 
ing Which it mede one hundred and fifteen 
barrais for several days. [twas then plugged, 
and the Union Oil Company began its pipe 
line from North Clarendon to the wells. ‘This 
was finisned on Thureday last, and, antict- 
parting it, the plug was drawn aud the tools 
run on Weduesday, woen the weli began to 
flow, increasing until it reached its present 
cate, which bas been maintained wita littie 
deviation since, 

Moreck and Faiconer have cleared $253,250 
and their rovaities. The flows aow average 
<Ix minutes exch through two-inch pipes, 
with intervals of fourteen to eighteen miin- 
utes between flows, and trustworthy estt- 
mates agree tuat to-day the well does even a 
shade better than one thousand barrels. The 
immediate territory is fully occupied, and 
rigs are going up with the utmost sped, 
while the adjacent territory is selling at prices 
it would be folly to attempt to quote in this 
dispatch.
